WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—The 
Senate today passed, without a rec- 
ord vote, neutrality legislation pro- 
yiding a mandatory embargo on the 


@port of arms and ammunitions 
to belligerent nations. 

Scarcely half an hour was re- 
jired to put through the Nye- 
ark resolution which was called 
up on the floor of the Senate by 
Chairman Key Pittman of the Sen- 
gte Foreign Relations Committee. 
There was virtually no _ debate. 
Pittman merely explained the na- 
ture of the legislation. 

Besides providing an embargo «n 
arms and ammunition, the meas- 
ure adopted by the Senate would 
permit American citizens to travel 
on the ships of belligerents only at 
their own risk and it would re- 
uire the submarines of warring 
tions to travel on the _ surface 
while within our territorial waters. 
. There was a persistent rumor to- 
day that the administration allowad 
the bill to pass the Senate with 
the understanding that Congress 
would adjourn before it could come 
before the House. 

The Senate brushed aside an at- 
tempt by Senator Lewis (Dem.), II- 
linois, administration leader, to de- 
lay consideration of the neutrality 
resolution or to leave the question 
ofan arms embargo up to the Pres- 
ident in ¢vent of war. 

Change Favored in House. 

This is the proposal of adminis- 
tration leaders in the House—to 
leave the matter of an embargo 
within the discretion of the Presi- 
ent. It has been bitterly opposed 
Nye and Clark, who contend that 
It would give the President too 
great power and leave the way open 
© the same situation which __in- 
volved the United States in the 
World War. Nye and Clark made 
public on Monday a letter to Presi- 
dent Wilson from his Secretary of 
State, Lansing, stating clearly that 
itwas impossible to pass neutrality 
legislation after the outbreak of a

Former St. Louis Circuit 
Judge Had Been Ill for 
Year; Recently Gave Up 
Sea Cruise. 


KNOWN FOR HIS _ 
|OUTSPOKEN OPINIONS 


Headed Bar Association 
Grievance Committee at 
One Time and Engaged 
in Banking Business. 


Daniel G. Taylor, long a familiar 
figure in St. Louis social, legal and 
political circles, died of a stomach 
hemorrhage at 8 a. m. today at La 
Jolia, Cal., where he had been visit- 
ing friends. He was 67 years old. 

Mr. Taylor had been in ill health 
for a year prior to a month ago, 
when he went on a cruise, from 
New York through the Panama Ca- 
nal to the Pacific Coast. He gave 
up the cruise at Santa Barbara, to 
visit friends at La Jolla. 

Jacob Chasnoff, one of his law 
partners, received a telegram from 
him yesterday stating he was feel- 
ing well, but last night received a 
telephone message that Mr. Taylor 
was suffering from a hemorrhage 
and that transfusions were being 
administered in an effort to save 
his life. 

Although one of the organizers of 
some of St. Louis’ most exclusive 
clubs, his acquaintance was by no 
means confined to those of social 
prominence. Activity in the Demo- 
cratic party, his service as a Cir- 
cuit Judge and his outspoken opin- 
ions on public questions brought 
him to the attention of the city at 
large. 

For many years, until recently, 
he was chief counsel for the La- 
clede Gas Light Co. 

His father, for whom he was 
named, came to St. Louis from Cin- 
cinnati, served as Mayor from 1861 
to 1863, became City Treasurer and 
Democratic National Committee- 
man and married Miss Emilie Le 
Beau, descendant of one of the orig- 
inal French families of St. Louis. 

Elected Circuit Judge. 
Judge Taylor, after attending 
Notre Dame University, received 
his LL.B degree from Washington 
University in 1891. In 1902 he was 
elected Circuit Judge. In 1918 he 
was made chairman of the Board 
iof Election Commissioners, and 
three years !ater became a mem- 
ber of the Constitutional Conven- 
tion. He was elected treasurer of 
the Democratic State Committee in 
1920 and was finance director in 
the 1932 campaign. 

Although his name received at- 
tention as a possible candidate for 
the Democratic nomination for 
Governor in 1928 and the nomina- 
tion for Mayor in 1933, he declined 
to become a candidate. 

As a member of the St. Louis Bar 
Association, he served at one time 
as chairman of the Grievance Com- 
mittee. 

In 1914 he withdrew from active 
law practice to become president 
of the Guardian Trust Co. but after 
its purchase by the American Trust 
Co. he organized the law firm of 
Taylor, Chasnoff & Willson, with 
Jacob Chasnoff and George C. 
Willson. 

He was the first president of 
both the St. Louis Country Club 
and the Racquet Club. He likewise 
was one of the organizers of the 
St. Louis Amateur Athletic Associ- 
ation and was a member of the 
Noonday Club. 

Refused to Sign Bond. 
Typical of Judge Taylor’s reso- 
luteness and determination was his 
refusal nine years ago to sign a 
$500 bond, which would have ob- 
tained his release on a charge of 
careless driving, until after he had 
spent 10 hours in a police station. 
The owner of an automobile with 
which his automobile had collided 
asked police to arrest him. 
Declaring himself fully respon- 


‘ 


to pay, Judge Taylor protested at 
being disturbed at his home by a 
policeman at 6a.m.and deprived of 
his liberty on the mere word of a 
citizen, not an officer of the State. 
The late Festus J. Wade finally in- 
duced him to sign the bond and 
leave the station. 

Surviving are two daughters, 
Mrs. Edward Gillette Hotchkiss, 
4637 Pershing avenue, and Mrs. A. 
Rowe A. Garesche, 4650 Pershing 
avenue, and two sisters, Misses 
Grace and Angelique Taylor. Fol- 
lowing the death of Mrs. Taylor 
eight years ago, Judge Taylor re- 
sided at the Greystone apartments, 
410 North Newstead avenue.

Under Proposed Scale 
Miner Working 40-Hour 
Week Would Earn $390 
a Year, Men Say.

POTOSI, Mo., Aug. 21. — Cash 
earnings averaging not more than 


$10 a week, plus free house rental 
and use of truck garden land, are 
estimated by representative oper- 
ators as being possible for Wash- 
ington County tiff miners, under 
the offer of a pay increase of $1.50 
a ton, made by three operators and 
rejected yesterday by vote of the 
striking miners, 747 to 522. 

The $10-a-week estimate of the 
miners’ possible earnings were 
made by W. H. Comins, plant man- 
ager for the National Pigments 
& Chemical Co., who called atten- 
tion also to the free-rent feature of 
the miners’ meager budgets, and to 
their use of company land for rais- 
ing vegetables. He said _ the 
company provided $500 insurance 
policie§, payable to deceased miners’ 
families. 

Inquiry by a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter has shown that the houses 
furnished by the company to the 
miners are in most cases old farm 
houses which were on the land 
when the company acquired it for 
mining purposes. The company, 
however, has built some houses. 
Comparison with like dwellings in 
the same region shows that the 
rental value of the houses fur- 
nished to the miners is seldom 
more than $5 a month, and would 
average about $4 a month. 

Miners’ Pay Estimate Lower. 
The miners, in reply, point out 
that not all of them live in com- 
pany-owned houses, some of them 
owning or renting other dwellinys. 
They do not hold that it is possible, 
even with the offered advance in 
pay rates, to make as much as $10 
a week. An estimate made by the 
National Barytes Producers’ Associ- 
ation, to which some of the strik- 
ers, belong, fixes the possible cash 
earnings, under the offered and 
rejected new scale at about $7.50a 
week, or $390 a year. This is based 
on a 40-hour week. 

The strike, as has been told, was 
called Aug. 5 with a demand for 
an increase from $3.50 to $5.50 a 
ton in the pay for tiff mined on 
the operators’ property. The Na- 
tional Pigments & Chemical Co. 
and two other concerns, circulated 
a handbill Monday night offering 
an increase of $1.50 a ton, instead 
of the $2 asked for, but containing 
no guarantee of permanence, and 
offering no recognition of the new- 
ly organized Tiff Miners’, Haulers’ 
and Mill Workers’ Union?

Hasn’t Sent in Bill. 


“For what purpose did you re- 
tain Mr. Davis?” Chairman Hugo 
Black asked William B. S. Winans, 
comptroller of the company. “We 
employed him to render an opin- 
on on the constitutionality of the 
Wheeler-Rayburn bill.” 

“And, of course, he found that it 
was unconstitutional?” “He did.” 
“How much did he charge you 
for finding it unconstitutional?” 
“Mr. Davis is traveling in Europe, 
and has not yet submitted his bill.” 
“What do you think it will be?” 
“Senator, I haven’t the slightest 
idea.”’ 

$25,000 a Year to Mullen. 

Asked how much’ had been paid 
to Mullen, Winans said he received 
an annual retainer of $25,000 a 
year. Mullen is one of several 
Democratic politicians who opened 
law offices in Washington soon 
after the present administration 
came into power. He was in the 


room while Winans testified. He 
sat at the press table biting his 
fingernails nervously. 

Black produced instructions 


which a Cities Service subsidiary 
issued to filling station employes 
in Kansas City. They were direct- 
ed to write to Senators Clark and 
Truman and Representative Dun- 
can, urging them to vote against 
the bill. Attached to the directions 
were copies of several form letters 
that could be used in addressing 
the Congressmen, although, the or- 
der said: 

“Still better would be an original 
letter of your own.” 

Each employe was instructed 
after writing three letters himself, 
to persuade 10 other persons to 
write. 

“Do not use company stationery,” 
they were told. “The letters should 
be as original as you can make 
them.” 

“This is ruthless legislation,” the 
order continued. “It would de- 
stroy the industry from which you 
make your living. It would ruin 
every investment in public utility 
securities.” 

“That statement isn’t true, is it?” 
Black asked. “It’s pretty broad,” 
Winans admitted. 

“Well, it just is not true, is it?” 
“No, it’s too broad. It wouldn't 
ruin every investment.” 


Assessing Operating Companies. 
The Cities Service Co., which is 
the top holding company in the 
system, assesses the operating com- 
panies 1% per cent of their gross 
receipts for such services as man- 
agement, accounting, etc. 
“Couldn‘t these operating com- 
panies get along without this ser- 
vice?” Black asked. “Not as ef- 
ficiently,” Winans said. 

“You don’t think your filling sta- 
tions in Joplin or Carthage, Mo., 
could operate efficiently without 
the supervision of a holding com- 
pany in New York City?” “That’s 
putting it rather strong, Senator.” 
“You hire expert men to operate 
your gas and electric compantfes 
and your street car lines?” “We 
do.” 

“But you think they need the 
assistance of a New York holding 
company’”” “They need the services 
we provide.” 

Winans said, in reply to ques- 
tions, that Cities Service spent ap- 
proximately $100,000 opposing the 
Wheeler-Rayburn bill.

REMARK LEADS

Farmer Near Van Buren, 
Mo., Confesses He Shot 
Boy in Kentucky and 
Waives Extradition.

VAN BUREN, Mo., Aug. 21.— 
Sheriff C. D. McKinney of Carter 
County told today how he discov-' 
ered that “Oscar Parkison,” farmer 
and tie hacker who had lived on a 
fdrm near here for 22 years, was 
Oscar Prince, wanted in Kentucky 
for the killing of a boy at Crockett 
in 1908. 

Prince has admitted his identity, 
confessed the killing and waived ex- 
tradition. Officers from Kentucky 
are returning him there for trial. 

McKinney said he “merely by 
chance” overheard a conversation

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between two farmers at Fremont, a 
town west of here, that “Parkison” | 
had killed a man back in Kentucky, | 


and nothing had ever been done} 


about it. 
Brother-in-Law’s Arrest. 
“The information leaked out,” 


said McKinney, “after I had arrest- 
ed George Lyons, a brother-in- -law | 
of Prince, who was involved in a) 
minor escapade at Fremont. I have 
learned since then that several of 
Prince's relatives knew of the mur- 
der, but they had kept quiet about 
it. 

“It was three months ago when I 
first learned Parkison, as we knew 
him, was wanted. I didnt know 
what year the murder occurred, 
or in what county. I worked quliet- 
ly on the case until I learned Parki- 
son came from” Morgan County, 
Kentucky, and I wrote authorities 
there for information on the mur- 
der. 

“Within a few days I heard from 
them. The present officers did not 
remember the murder, but talked 
to some of the older residents and 
found old files which had been un- 
served when the officers back in 
1908 could not find the slayer. A 
warrant was sent to me, and I 
served it on Parkison, while he was 
out making ties. He said he had 
worried lots about the crime, and 
about being a fugitive. He ap- 
peared relieved considerably after 
he confessed.” 

Prince came to Carter County 22 
years ago, after “roaming about,” 
as he explained, in Kansas, Okla- 
homa and Arkansas for several 
years. He bought a small farm in 
Devil’s Rock community, two miles 
from Big Springs State Park. 

Thinks Reiatives Talked. 

“All the time,” said the Sheriff, 
“it seemed the crime preyed on his 
mind, but he kept the secret, In 
my opinion the story leaked out 
through relatives.” 

Prince is charged with the mur- 
der of Ira Isom, 16 years old, whom 
he shot in the back of the head 
after Isom had cautioned him to 
be quiet about the house where 
his mother was suffering from a 
severe headache. 

“I was drunk,” Prince was quot- 
ed as saying. “I’m relieved now 


that I am not a fugitive from the 
law.”

Wives and Daughters of Miners Plead for 


Cause at Auditorium 


—*We Work for 


Living but Don’t Get It.’ 


An audience of about 250 persons, 
composed largely of members of the 
American Workers’ Union, most of 
whom had felt the pinch of urban 
poverty, paid 25 cents each last 
night to hear @ firat-hand story of 


rural penury as related by striking 
Washington County tiff miners and 
their families at Municipal Audito- 
rium. 

Front seats of the hall were oc- 
cupied by horny-handed men in blue 
denim, t their wives in simple house 
dresses, and their children, bright- 
eyed ahd dressed in their Sunday 
best—smaller sizes of the type of 
clothing worn py their parents. 

“Well, folks, here we are,” began 


tall, dark-haired, well-poised Mrs. bi. 


Ora Yates of Bliss, Ma., smoothing 
the wrinkles from her white dress 
after her introduction as a truck 
driver by Eugene Henschel, chair- 
man of the American Workers’ Un- 
ion, which organized the strike of 
2600 warkers. 

“We aren’t beggars, if we da look 
like it,” ghe said with an easy 
smile. “We work for a living—men 
folks, women folks and children. 
But we don’t get it. Women and 
children peel their knees and bow 
their backs to help our men scratch 
up a ton of tiff a week. It brings 
us $3.50.” 

Tells Her Story Simply. 

Simply, as though she were chat- 
ting with a neighbor over the fence, 
Mrs. Yates told of living conditions 
in the area 15 miles square in which 
one-third of the country’s barytes is 
mined by hand labor more cheaply 
than it could be done by machin- 
ery. 

She described floorless, one-room 
log-houses such as shelter many 
a tiff digger’s family of six or 
eight; two-room shacks which, she 
said, represented the average ac- 
commodations for large families, 
and corn-shuck mattresses covered 
with inadequate bed clothing for 
sleeping. 

Tiff, used in the manufacture of 
paint, automobile tires and numer- 
ous chemicals, she explained, is 
found from two to 20 feet beneath 
the surface.

fits,’ Borah said. 
Attack by Dieterich.

visions of the bill, Senator Diete- 
rich (Dem.), Illinois, charged that, 
Pennsylvania and West Virginia | 
bituminous producers were trying 
to rob his state's mines of their 
Chicago market. 
He sharply criticised Senator 
Neely for telling the Senate there 
was danger of a soft coal strike 
threat if the measure is not en- 
acted. 
Laws have failed, he said, if the 
Senate allows itself to be influenced 
by a “threat of violence.” |

WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—-Ho1*e 
and Senate conferees reached an 
agreement on the new tax bill yes- 
terday and tead«rs plan to send it 
to final passage shortly before 
Congress adjourns. 

In all major particulars save one, 
the President's t-x ideas prevailed in 
conference. But on that one—the 
new inheritance tax, which was a 
basic recommendaticn—the 10 men 
representing the House and Senate 


’ decided against him. 


As finally drafted, the bill  in- 


cludes new graduated corporation 
income taxes, higher capital stock 
levies, increased excess profits tax- 
es, boosted surtax rates on all 
individual incomes over $50,000, a 
new levy on dividends received by 
one corporation from another and 
increased estate and gift taxes. 
A “Blamed Good One.” 


The inheritance taxes were sug-| 


gested by the President with the 
assertion that “inherited economic 
power is as inconsistent with the 
ideals of this generation” as having 
kings. 

But the conferees, attempting to 
harmonize the differences between 
the bills passed by the House and 
Senate, agreed there should be no 
inheritance taxes. The estate and 
gift taxes substitute for the inher- 
iitance tax. 

Chairman Doughton (Dem.), 
North Carolina, of the House con- 
fers 3 described the final bill as a 
“blamed good one” but said it was 
necessary to drop the inheritance 
faxes in order to get an agreement. 
Otherwise, he implied, adjournment 
might have been held up by a con- 
ference deadlock. 


Graduated Corporation Levy. 
Among the major presidential 
recommendations included in the 
bill is the graduated corporation in- 
come tax. He-had suggested a levy 
ranging from 10 to 16% instead of 

the present flat 13% per cent. 
The House voted for a 13% to 
14‘, per cent levy and the Senate 


for one from 12% to 15% per cent. | 


The final bill ranged from 12‘, to 
15 per cent, 

The House had done nothing 
about the existing tax of $1 on each 
$1000 of capital stock.

The present excess profits tax is 
5 per cent on that portion of profits 
over 12% per cent.

The conferees 
accepted the House schedule, which 
ranges from 31 instead of the pre.s- 
ent 30 per cent on that part of an 
income between $50,000-$56,000, to

A PATCHWORK MEASURE. 

As agreed upon by House and Senate conferees, 
the new tax bill is a thing of shreds and patches and, 
considering the haste with which it was railroaded 
through Congress, it could hardly be anything else.

One of the principal features of the bill is to place 
a graduated tax upon corporation income, instead of 
the flat tax now levied. It imposes a 12% per cent 
tax on the first $2000 of income, with a maximum 
of 15 per cent on all income over $40,000. We re- 
gard this as an attempt to penalize mere bigness, and 
we question the wisdom of such action. The New 
York Nation, which could hardly be accused of sen- 
sitiveness to conservative interests, says: “There is 
no justification for a tax on bigness as such, and 
the attempt to impose such a levy is uncomfort- 
ably reminiscent of Nazi economics.”

through Congress this week. The bills 
are to be made into laws and then, as they 
are administered and interpreted judicially, 
the country will come to understand themi. 
But, for the time being, there is no opportu- 
nity to analyze and to judge them. 

The ordinary man can reach an opinion 
about the procedure, about the lack of ade- 
quate hearings, the perfunctory debate, the 
attempt to deal with a dozen big subjects at 
once, the hurry and the haphazardness. But 
about the substance, the real effect, the prac- 
tical consequences of this great gush of new 
laws, it is not possible to have clear ideas. 

As a matter of fact, however, the manner 
in which these laws are being enacted is 
more important than the substance of anv 
of the bills. The recovery, not so much a3 
it is measured by the statistics, but as it ap- 
pears in the returning self-reliance of the 
people, may be counted on now to deal with 
ill-considered laws, to make them workable, 
to force amendments or to bring about their 
repeal. For the essence of recovery in Amer- 
ica is the revival of private and of local 
initiative. Once that revival has occurred. 
the fundamental balance of the American 
constitutional system is restored. Private 
and local energy is there to check centralized 
and official actions. 

It is this check, applied by the local com- 
munities and by individyals who have confi- 
dence in themselves, which is now being «p- 
plied. It accounts for the growing impa- 
tience with emergency government, with 
startling announcements and summary ac 
tion. It is the best evidence we have that 
the paralysis of the depression, the pros- 
tration of the crisis, is over. It is a healthy, 
an inspiriting, sign. For a beaten, fright- 
ened, disorganized, hysterical people cries 
out for demigods to save it. A ftee and 
self-reliant people has no doubt that it can 
save itself. 

The critical point in Mr. Roosevelt’s ca- 
reer will be reached when Congress adfourns. 
For then, with all his program enacted into 
law, the country will be waiting to learn 
what course he proposes to take. Does he 
look on the adjournment of Congress as the 
end of the period of emergency, or does he 
propose to continue, as long as he is in the 
White House, to act as if the crisis of 1933 
were still with us” 

If he recognizes that the emergency is 
over, he will do well to say so plainly. But 
merely to say so will hardly be sufficient. If 
he is to return to the normal practices of the 
American Government, he will have to do 
what he has never had time or felt it oppor- 
tune to do since he took office. He will have 
to expound clearly and with reasonable defi- 
niteness his general social philosophy. Why 
should it be necessary to speculate about 


T HERE is no time left to consider the va- 


i 


whether he is engaged in substituting some 
kind of planned collectivism for a free econ- 
omy? Why,should he not take the American 
people into his confidence and tell them, 
not in vague phrases but in plain language, 
what he believes? 

He also will have to say with some defi- 
niteness whether the legislative framework 
of the New Deal is now completed, whether 
he intends now to devote his main energies 
to administration or whether there are other 
large projects still to be put forward. 

If he is returning to the normal practice. 
he will review the past and outline his course 
for the near future in some sort of compre- 
hensive speech which the public can under- 
stand and judge. It is only in great crises 
that democratic leaders have a right to act 
quickly on sudden announcements of policy, 
This is the acid test; his willingness to give 
up the sudden announcing of great policies 
and their summary execution. 

Once a deliberate procedure is restored. 
once the mood and the method of personal 
leadership under crisis conditions is aban- 
doned, there falls away automatically the 
only justification there is for the delegation 
of blanket powers by Congress and the sign- 
ing of blank checks. They can be justifed 
only if there,is not time to legislate care- 
fully. If there is time to be careful—and in 
the absence of emergency there is time— 
blanket powers and blank checks are an «ab- 
dication by Congress, a usurpation by the 
executive, and contrary not only to the let- 
ter but to the spirit of the Constitution. 

What Mr. Roosevelt says or fails to say 
between the adjournment of Congress and its 
assembling in January will call for unusually 
careful scrutiny. For it will supply the evi- 
dence on which the people may judge wheth.- 
er the President now will return to them the 
extraordinary powers they granted him in a 
moment of grave danger for the single pur- 
pose of achieving recovery, or whether they 
must take these powers away from him. 

The people gave Mr. Roosevelt a sword to 
lead them in a particular battle. That bat- 
tle is over, and that sword now should he 
returned to its scabbard.

STEEL OUTPUT STILL 
RISING, REPORT SHOWS 


Production at 50 1-2 
Cent, Up 1 1-2 Points, 
“Iron Age’’ Says.

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 21.—“Steel 
works operations and scrap prices 
continue to rise in one of the most 
unexpected upward swings in the 
history of the trade,” says the Iron 
Age. “Ingot output has advanced 


one and one-half points to 50% per 
cent in its seventh consecutive 
weekly increase. Scrap prices, as 
measured by the “Iron Age” com- 
posite for heavy melting steel, have 
risen from $12.08 to $12.50 per gross 
ton, the highest level since the third 
week in April, 1934. 

“The recent gains in steel-mill op- 
erations have been made in the face 
of reduced demands from the auto- 
mobile industry and of tapering tin- 
plate mill operations, previously the 
two outstanding supports of ingot 
output. Tin-plate production has 
slumped from 85 to 78 per cent of 
capacity and is in line for further 
seasonal curtailment. Releases 
from the automotive industry, in- 
fluenced by between-model suspen- 
sions, have dropped sharply in cer- 
tain centers, notably the Cleveland- 
Lorain district, where ingot output 
has fallen from 650 to 43 per cent, 
but are beginning to show signs of 
improvement elsewhere. 

“Awards of steel for construction 
still lag behind those of a year ago, 
and railroad buying remains below 
1934 levels. 

“The impressive showing of mis- 
cellaneous bookings is causing the 
steel industry to revise its views on 
the extent of recovery, when it 
comes. If unclassified demand can 
play such an important part in sup- 
porting a 50 per cent operation, 
what has been regarded as excess 
capacity should rapidly shrink with 
the reappearance of normal busi- 
ness from the heavy industries. 

“Buying remains mainly on a 
short-term basis, although here ani 
there indications of less conserva- 
tive ordering are to be noted. A 
number of the automobile makers 
have bought’ rather liberally,

To 
the contrary, all evidence proves 
that a healthy life must be an ac- 
tive one. And if you lead an active 
life, it’s a cinch that you are sel- 
dom safe and even less often hap- 
Py: 

Life in its very essence is con- 
flict. Cell against cell force 
against force—desire against desire. 
Which is Reason No. 9,624,358 why 
all these schemes for an Ideal 
Government, or an Ideal Marriage, 
or an Ideal Working Program are 
plain hooey and will never work.

ILL ROGERS was the most 
W air-minaea man I have ever 

known. He told me when I 
last talked with him that it was 
his plan to quit films entirely after 
this year and become “the world's 
air reporter.” 


By this he meant that he would 
have built for himself the most 
powerful and weather-proof plane 
that money could buy and science 
cguld construct, and spend his re- 
maining years flying to every point 
ot big spot-news interest. This 
would have combined his two major 
passions, flying and writing. He 
decidedly thought more of his news- 
paper job than of his film stardom. 


He waived a cold million dollars 
to indulge his flying urge. An in- 
surance policy written on his life 
in New York about eight yeara ago 
carried the usual double indemnity 
clause in case of death by violence. 
The company balked, knowing his 
aviation proclivities, Rogers signed 
away that provision rather than 
sign one agreeing to stop. flying. 
The pastime which cost him his life 
therefore also cost his estate a mil- 
lion dollars. 

He had already begun, as best he 
could under existing contracts, his 
function as a free-lance “air report- 
er.” His flight to the Manchurian 
battlefields, his aerial jaunts to 
Mexico, Argentina, Uruguay and 
other points where he _ smelled 
“copy,” his tour around the globe in 
1934, most of which was by air and

Economical Meat Recipes 
By Gladys T. Lang 


Veal Paprika. 


Have cut two pounds of solid 
meat from the shoulder of veal 
and cut into cubes. Dredge with 
salt, pepper, paprika and flour, 
Delicately brown in drippings with 
one large minced onion. Add just 
a little water, cover, but stir fre- 
quently, and cook for about an 
hour or until the meat is tender, 
Make a sauce using ene can of 


evaporated milk and the same 
amount of bottled milk, combining 
with one tablespoon of butter and 
two heaping tablespoons of flour. 
Pour over meat and add enough 
more paprika to color. Let simmer, 


covered for 20 minutes longer. 


Place on heated platter and sur- 
round with dry cooked rice. 


Beef Kidneys. 

Slice three beef kidneys and soak 
in water with lemon slices for 
ene hour, Saute one-half cup of 
minced onion a. d one minced car 
rot in two tables, as of shorten- 
ing, add two tablespoons of flour, 
one bay leaf, one bouillon cube, one- 
haf cup of spiced vinegar or red 
wine and one and a half cups of 
water and one crushed clove of 
garlic, if liked.. Simmer slowly for 
80 minutes, then strain. Wipe the 
kidneys dry, dredge with flour, sea- 
son with salt and pepper and fry 


over a high flame in shortening 
about three minutes, Pour the 


sauce over kidneys and allow to 
just come to a boil. Serve imme- 
diately on freshly: made buttered 
toast. 
Tomatoes Filled With Beef Brains. 
Cut off tops from eight uniform- 
sized tomatoes and scoop out, salt 
and pepper and invert to drain. 


Chop one small onion and saute, 


in butter until soft, add one table- 
spoon of flour and when blended, 
slowly pour in three-fourths cup of 
any kind of stock. Season with 


salt and pepper and some finely 
minced parsley. Cook until thick- 
ened. 

After soaking in salted water, 
skin, parboil for 10 minutes, two 
pairs of beef brains in acidulated 
water with a little anion and cel- 
ery. Plunge into cold water and 
remove any remaining membranes 
and cut into small pieces. Add to 
the above sauce «nd heat all to 
gether. Fill the tomatoes, cover

with bread crumbs, dot with but- 


ter and bake in oven until the 
crumbs are browned. 


Lamb Stew. 


Two pounds from the neck of 
lamh, 

One tablespoon of drippings. 

Two tablespoons of flour. 

Four eups of hot water. 

One chopped onion, 

One chopped green pepper. 

One cup of cut-up tomatoes. 

Three ecut-up carrots. 

Small new potatoes. 

One tablespoon of olive oil. 

Salt and pepper. 

One egg. 

Two tablespoons of vinegar. 

Cut the lamb into inch pieces, 
roll in flour and brown in drippings 
with the onion and green pepper. 
Add the tomatoes, hot water, salt 
and pepper, cut up carrots and the 
potatoes. Simmer for one hour. 
During the last .5 minutes place 
small dumplings on top, keep tight- 
ly covered and continue simmering 
until dumplings are cooked. Re- 
move meat and dumplings to a 


heated platter. Pour the gravy 
over the beaten egg with the oil 
and .vinegar. Stir well and pour 
over stew. 


Beef Balls With Spaghetti. 


Simmer one-half cup of minced 
onion in butter and mix with one 
pound of ground beef from the 
shoulder, one egg and salt and pep- 
per to taste. Combine with one 
cup of cornflakes and lightly form 
into balls. Place a can of spaghetti 
prepared with tomato sauce in a 
caserole. Over the spaghetti place 
the meat balls and top with a thin 
layer of sliced Bermuda onions. 
Sprinkle with salt and pepper and 
dot with butter. Cover and bake 
for one hour, then remove cover 
and bake for 30 minutes longer.
